Smith 42,106, Garoelon 18,838, scat- 
tering 260; total 123,845; republican 
majority 1,439. The towns heard from 
give a republican majority of 402 more 
than last year, and as the back counties 
show larger republican gains, it is more 
than probable the Republican candi- 
date for Governor will have a majority 
when the returns are completed. 
If 


towns to bear from come in same as last 
year the Republicans will lack 642 of

CHAMBERSBCRO, Pa. Sept. 8, ISSO.-r- 


To the editor of the Carlisle Herald: I 
have read Mr. Beltzhoover's emphatic 
denial of the authorship of the letter 
which appeared in the Carlisle Herald 
ot last week over his own signature. 
As I was the recipient of the letter, I 
deem it just to myself to state the cir- 
cumstances under which I received it. 
While in Shippensburg in the early 
part of last April I visited a near rela- 
tive, who had entered upon her 89th 
year. 
During my brief stay witn her 


she spoke of her means melting away, 
of property she owned affording her no 
revenue, etc. 
Knowing that two of her 


sons had served in the government 
defense during the late rebellion, and 
that one of them had fallen in 
the 


strife/I inquired whether she had made 
application for a pension. 
She leplicd 


that she had not, and stated that had 
she availed herself of the bounty of the 
government she might have obtained a 
pension on account of her deceased 
husband, who was an honorably dis- 
charged soldier in the War of 1812 
But she shrunk from making the effort 
Advised of the fact that an application 
bv her for a pension through the usual 
processes would be futile, as the time 
to which the government had confined 
such grants had then expired, I ad- 
dressed a communication to Mr. Beltz- 
hoover (in whose district the aged lady 
resides), and requested him to inform 
me whether a special act could be passed 
through congress to enable the govern 
ment to extend its beneficence to this 
worthy mother of one of its elain de- 
fenders. 
The letter in question was 


the response I received from Mr. Beltz- 
hoover. 
When I read it I was some- 


what amazed at its contents, and ex- 
pected very soon to hear that, prompted 
by motives of disinterested patriotism, 
its author had cast his lot with those 
who were seeking to change the char- 
acter of the arraigned representation to 
congress. 
After showing the letter to 


several personal friends I filed it away, 
and probably would not have thought 
of it again but for several paragraphs 
which appeared in Democratic papers 
aspersing Prof. Little, of Dickinson 
college. 
Recently a mutual friend of 


Mr. Little, knowing that I had received 
the letter which Mr. Beltzhoovor dis- 
avows, directed my attention to an ar- 
iclo appearing in a Harrisburg journal 
deriding Mr. Beltzhoover's competitor, 
and was solicitous to know what dispo- 
sition I proposed making of Mr. Beltz- 
UOOVIT'S "epistolaiy condemnation of 
the Rebel lash in congress."

A reporter oi the Philadelphia Bul- 


letin recently held a conversation with 
E. H. Niron, of New YorkJ who for a 
number of years resided in North Caro- 
lina with Judge Tourgee. the author of 
the well-known book, "A JFool's Et; 
rand," and who thoroughly corroborates 
the facts given in that book tinder the 
guise of fiction concerning many out- 
rages committed by tho Ku Klux in 
North Carolina. 


Mr. Nizon went South in 1870, and 


stopped with Judge Tourgee, who is a 
relative.

WHEREAS, The legalized liquor traffic of the 
county, endangers tbe safety, peace, prosper- 
ity and perpetuity of our government more 
than all other evils and enemies combined, and 
is tbe great moral, social, financial and politi- 
cal question before the American people; 
Itavlyed. That we recognize the suppression 
of the legalized liquor traffic as the groat liv- 
ing issue before ihe American people, which 
demands the profound attention and deepest 
thought of oil true patriots and financiers. 
2nd. That this end will not be gained until 
our forces shall be united in their voting, as 
well as In the agitation of this question and in 
moral Influences. 


3rd. That we ore In favor of the organiza- 
tion of Prohibition Clubs In every voting pre- 
cinct in the State, the members of which shall 
be pledged to vote for no mail for any offlce 
unless lie be a pronounced temperance man 
4th. The members of these Clubs shall also 
use all favorable means to secure an amend- 
ment to our State constitution orohibltlug the 
manufacture, sale and Importation of Intoxi- 
cants as a beverage, and to make suoh amend- 
ment when si-cured, eOicient by tho neeessarv 
legislation.
